be able to give a pertinent briefing (or briefings) since they are 
directly cor~ — with cases and activities of great interest to 
BRUECKNER. C he would check the Attorney General's office to 

see what assistance might be given us# He also said he would check with 
Tony Flynn to detemine what might be expected from the FBI. He 
suggested that we answer the cable on Friday 2 5 May.
